mumps in the area were from
Torrance. The whole area re-
ported 43 cases of chickenpox,
accounting for half of the 86
cases of discase reported. Man-
hattan Beach reported 21 cases.

Chickenpox and scarlet fever
each claimed five victims, with
three of each in Torrance. Also
reported were four cases of

tuberculosis, and one case each
of encephalitis, polio, rheumatio
fever, and typhoid fever,
